REMARKS.--Reservoir is formed in two parts. The main dam is earthfill with stone facing, provided with regulating gategateLgii
elevation at 975.3 ft), and a spillway with crest elevation at 1,008.0 ft. An auxiliary dam 15 mi upstream from the madtin sjgiftway elevation at
1,010 ft has a fixed crest weir section in the earthfill causeway. Controlled storage began Dec. 1933. Capacity, 1§8B=tvaereelevations,
975.3 ft and 1,008.0 ft was reached in March 1936. Dead storage 10,150 acre-ft (93 acre-ft behind main dam below el8vaton 905060 acre-
ft behind upstream dam below elevation 1,010 ft).
